Dr. Jaegér points ont that the hu- 
man body is most susceptible to dis- 
ease when it contains too large a 
quantity of water or of fat. The 
presence in exefss of these substances 
can be tested by the specific weight 
and the rapidity of the nervous action. 
But the specific weight must be given 
in pro on with the cubic meas- 
urement of the person, and this latter 
is not easy to ascertain. By the im- 
mersion of the body in a measured 

we have a rough-and-ready 
method of gauging its cubic capacity, 
which must correspond with the dis- 
lacement of the water. Dr. J aeger, 
owever, has constructed an air-tight 
chamber where a column of mercury 
records the amount of compression 
brought to bear upon the air the 
introduction of a foreign y or 


person. 

Out of 65 men thus measured Dr. 
Jaeger found that the litre weight 
varied from 764 to 1,060 grammes, a 
difference.of almost 40 percent. To 
test the nervous activity a stop- watch 
is employed which can record the 
two-thousandth part of a second. The 
operator sets the index hand in mo-

ing the test. The difference — 
the two readings records the time 
needed for the excitation, produced 
by the sight of the moving handle, to 
run its course through the eye, the 
optic nerves, the brain, the nerves of 

arm, and reach the 
muscles which actuate the finger that 
stops the watch. Experiments con- 
ducted in this manner showed in one 
instance that the rapidity of action 
after a Turkish bath increased to the 
extent of 19 per cent. 

What is known as Dr. Jaeger’s san- 
itary woolen clothifg is so contrived 
as to obviate these evils. The cloth- 
ing consists, for men, of tight-fitting 
stockingette und rments made of 
pure undyed wool, fastened over the 
shoulder, and of double thickness 
over the breast. The coat or jacket 
is double-breasted, buttoned well up 
to the throat, contains no lining nor 

adding unless of pure wool, and is 
either undyed or treated only with 
uninjurious fast dyes. The same 
rule applies to the trousers, while the 
waistcoat is either dispensed with al- 
* ge or inner flap affixed to the 
e of the coat. Inside the sleeves 
and the trousers legs there is a con- 
trivance, which, fastening tight round 
the limb, prevents up-draughts; for 
cold, rheumatism, lumbago, etc., are 
caught by the sudden rush of cold 
air to one particular part of the body, 
and not by the gradual cooling of the 
entire system. The feet are clad in 
pure woolen socks with divisions for 
each toe, while the art of the 
boot is made of felt, the lower part 
also of felt or of porous leather, and 
the inner soles consist of perforated 
leather and layers of felt. Thus the

_ ABE Reno people trutbful? Do 
they believe what they say? Is 
the Valley of the Truckee as rich in 
soils, as prolific of mineral waters, 
as well adapted to fruit culture, to 
the raising of alfalfa, the various 
cereals and the thousand and one 
things that are daily the boast of 
people on our streets? In our local 
and editorial columns day after day 
we reflect these sentiments, senti- 
ments that. we have believed were 
honestly expressed. These people 
livé here, enjoy good health, have 
tested the climate and voile; they 
know whereof they speak, and we 
believe in their veracity. But why 
do they not act? Why not suit the 
action to the word so that others 
outside of Nevada will believe it? 
The organized effort to advertise 
sent thousands and tens of thous- 
ands of invalids and climate-seekers 
into Florida; hundreds of thous- 
ands that developed a Milwaukee, 
Duluth and st. Paul; and hundreds 
of other thousands now pass right 
by Reno seeking zomes in Fresno, 
Banning, Riverside, Los Augeles 
and San Jose. As in other towns, 
t he streets of Reno are full of gas- 
bags, loungers around the Saloons, 
hotele—anywhere that offers rest 
for lazy benes. What are our rep- 
resentative business men doing? 
Foley has an interest in the Eng- 
lish mill property, Powning has the 
Powning Addition, Thompson, the 
Lake estate, Evans, a big tract, 
Ryland, a farm in the town limits, 
Bender, Benson, Wells, Bradley 
and Russell and other men valua- 
„le properties also within the 
county of Washoe. In all good na- 
ture we ask what have these men 
done to advertise these interests? 
What has anybody done to stop the 
tide of immigration that daily 
passes our doors? The men men- 
_ tioned, and other citizens as well, 
are public spirited enough, generous 
enough, capable enough, willing to 
do if some one would suggest how. 
Among business men, for the bene- 
fit of the community where they 
live, there is organization in San 
Bernardino, Los Angeles, San Jose, 
Oakland, Sacramento, and a seore 
of other places in California. Why 
is there not asimilar organization 
in the town of Reno? Let us be 
men, business men, act as business 
men act everywhere else; let us 
organize. In Oroville, Sacramento 
and Oakland the citizens sent to 
Los Angeles for a professional 
boomer. It may not be necessary 
to do that here; ina multitude of 
counsellors some suggestion as to 
our course of action will be offered 
that may crystalize into shape. 
Bickerings, business feuds, and po- 
litical quarrels should be laid aside. 
Organize we must. The day that 
this proposed organization is 
effected there will be an appreciable 
incréase in real estate values, every- 
body will be hopeful, and the dawn 
of a coming immigration assured. 
We have talked until our throats 
are sore; our fingers have become 
tired through writing abeut Reno’s 
boom that ought to be and is to be; 
we can stand the strain no longer. 
We prefer prominent citizens to 
lead; we prefer citizens of wealth 
and business standing to test the 
faith of this community in Beno’s 
future; if, however, all decline we 
will take the initiative; a meeting 
of Reno’s citizens must be called; 
they must say whether or not, as an 
organized body, they will interest 
themselves in giving to Reno the 
standing which it merits among the 
other beoming towns and cities of 
the Pacific Coast.

NEW RAILROADS. 


The Big Lines Headed for the Pa- 
cific Coast. 


The Commercial Bulletin says: 
Three important railroads are now 
at work in Wyoming, the Cheyenne 
and Northern, the Wyoming Cen- 
tral, the Ohicago, Northwestern 
and Burlington. The first named 
has built from Cheyenne 101 miles 
to the Laramie river, and will soon 


complete 24 miles more, necessary 
to enable the Union Pacific to claim 
the $400,000 in bonds voted by the 
county in which Cheyenne is situ- 
ated. Fort Fetterman is still the 
terminus of the Northwest’s main 
line, but that road is running the 
Wyoming Central sixty miles up 
the North Platte. The Burlington 
is entering Wyoming at three 
points—first at Cheyenne, with a 
line from Southern Nebraska, 
which will be completed in less 
than two months; the second at 
Fort Laramie, with its Northern 
Nebraska route, and the third in 
Northern Wyoming, with a branch 
from its Nebraska line tothe Fort 
Laramie road. It is thought tbis 
will be the Burlington’s main line 
to California, should the mountain 
route from Denver not be adopted.

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done in fruit culture 100 years ago. 
Inferior varieties of apples, pears, 
peaches, plums and cherries were 
cultivated in limited quantities for 
family use. It was not until the 
beginning of the present cen tury 
that any large orchards were 
planted. Fifty years ago the cul- 
tivation of grapes and berries.was 
almost wholly unknown. The first 
horticultural society was organized 
in 1829. Before that time fruit was 
not an item of value in the com- 
merial statistics of our country. At 
the last meeting of the society, held 
at Grand Rapids, Michigan, Dr. 
James B. Angel, President of the 
Oniversity of that State, in ad- 
dressing the society, estimated the 
value of the fruit crop of the United 
States at one hundred million dol- 
lars per annum. 

Within the recollection of the 
present generation Michigan pro- 
duced no fruit, and yet in 1886, Mr. 


Angel tells us, her apple crop 
reached 5,000,000 bushels, while 
peaches, pears, grapes, geet cher- 
ries and various small fruits are 
grown in large quantities. Esti- 
mating the weight of apples at 
forty pounds per bushel, Michigan 
produces 125, tons of apples an- 
nually, worth at two ceuts per 


foo. 2 2 1 baby registered last night at the

45 north latitude, and surrounded 
or bordered by the great northern 
lakes-of Erie, Michigan and Supe- 
rior, in the midst of ice bergs, an 4 
swept by chilling winds, have be- 
come great fruit- producing States. 
Many of the choicest varieties of 
fruit that are cultivated iu the 
United States are importations 
from Russia, Prussia and Poland, 
latitude 50 and 60 degrees north. 

While the latitude of our state is 
lower than that of the States re- 
ferred to, its altitude is greater, and 
necessitates greater care iu the 
selection of varieties adapted to our 
situation. Succulent fruits have a 
valuable place in the diet of every 
housebold in America. 

Fruit culture demands promotion 
at our hands, because we do not 
produce as much as we consume, 
and it should receive intelligent 
study and fostering care, until 
choice fruits are produced in such 
abundance and variety that they 
reach and spread the tables of every 
hamlet in the State, anda surplus 
is had for exportation. It is prac- 
tically true to say of our State that 
we have no lagge orchards, and ab- 
solutely true that this year we are 
producing no fruit. 

One reason why we have no fruit 
is because we have no orchards of 
varieties that withstand our late 
frosts, and yet in favorable years, 
when we do produce a crop of fruit, 
our specimens are the finest that 
are produced in America. 

In the early history of orcharding 
in this State, the orvhardist has had 
recourse to the nurseries cf Cali- 
fornia, and planted here in our high 
altitudea varieties that are prop- 
agated for and adapted to the warm 
valleys of California. Of course, 
disappointment has followed. To 
be successful we must: cultivate 
varieties that will not be affected 
by late Spring frosts. 

The production of choice fruits in 
abundauce will add largely to the 
attractions of our State. In select- 
ing homes the present generation 
looks for those localities where the 
comforts.and laxuries of life are 
produced in the greatest variety and 
abundance. 

Nevada has a great want to sup- 
ply in the promotion of fruit culture, 
and to accomplish what Michigan 
and the Northwest have accomp- 
lished, and are now pushing, we 
want only intelligent direction and 
co-operation between the orchard- 
ists and fruit-growers of the State, 
and the National Society. It is the 
business of the National Society to 
show the varying localities in the 
United States what varieties to
